The  1946  edition  of  the  Piqua  Central  football  team  finished  under  the  watchful 
eye  of  head  coach  G.  P.  Wertz  with  a  record  of  six  wins  and  four  losses. 

Fifty  prospective  gridders  were  handled  by  Coach  Wertz  and  his  assistant,  D. 
P.  “Curley”  Walton.  This  coaching  staff  was  aided  by  managers  Merl  Bragg,  Ray 
Spielman,  and  Bob  Henne. 

The  Piqua-Chaminade  game,  first  on  the  list  for  the  Indians,  was  billed  as  “the 
game  of  the  year”  but  it  didn’t  come  near  the  status  of  the  ’45  game.  Chaminade 
won  27  to  0. 

The  next  two  non-league  games  were  breathers  for  the  Indians,  as  they  trounced 
Wilbur  Wright  20  to  7  and  Marion  Harding  19  to  0.  The  Tribe  made  it  three  in  a  row 
by  nosing  out  the  Greenville  Green  Wave  by  a  narrow  7  to  6  margin.  The  conver¬ 
sion  came  from  the  toe  of  captain  Dick  Swob. 

Sidney,  Miamisburg,  and  Xenia  all  fell  before  the  Redskin  attack  by  lopsided 
scores,  with  the  Tribe  extending  its  victory  string  to  six. 

A  strong  Fairmont  eleven  showed  some  weight  to  the  Tribe  on  a  muddy  field  and 
staved  off  a  last  quarter  rally  by  Piqua  to  win  13  to  7. 

The  Redskins  played  host  and  lost  to  a  powerful  Dayton  Kiser  squad,  thereby 
dropping  their  third  contest  of  the  year,  24  to  20,  in  one  of  the  wildest  games  seen  on 
the  home  field  during  the  season. 

Playing  minus  the  aid  of  their  two  first-string  halfbacks,  Charles  Staley  and 
Bob  Schulz,  the  Indians  managed  to  put  up  a  stiff  fight  before  succumbing  to  the 
Trojans  by  a  1  2  to  6  count. 

For  the  Trojans  it  was  their  first  M.V.L.  championship  in  League  history,  while 
Piq  ua  settled  for  a  second  place  tie  with  Fairmont. 

Twenty-seven  letters  were  awarded  this  year,  with  16  of  these  going  to  seniors, 
who  composed  a  good  part  of  the  first  two  strings.

Basketball  at  P.  H.  S.,  under  the  guidance  of  Coach  D.  P.  Walton,  had  a  fairly  good 
season  this  year,  ending  with  eleven  wins  and  nine  losses,  including  tournament  play. 

The  Varsity  was  composed  largely  of  juniors  and  sophomores,  with  two  seniors, 
Doyle  Rowell  and  Chuck  Staley,  and  a  senior  manager,  Bob  Ditmer.. 

The  season  got  off  to  a  bad  start,  as  the  Tribe  dropped  four  straight  games 
to  Covington,  Fairview,  Roosevelt,  and  Celina,  by  close  scores.  The  victory  column  was 
first  penetrated  when  the  Piqua  lads  came  up  with  a  hard  fought  30  to  29  score  over 
West  Milton. 

Bellefontaine  and  Chaminade  were  added  to  the  Indians’  collection  of  scalps,  but 
not  until  after  hard-fought,  close  contests. 

Parker  fell  43  to  24,  the  Alumni  30  to  27,  and  Urbana  38  to  18,  to  extend  the  Tribe’s 
victory  string  to  six  straight. 

The  night  following  the  Urbana  game,  Bradford  came  to  town  with  almost  the 
same  team  that  had  carried  them  to  the  Class  B  state  finals  the  previous  year.  After  32 
minutes  of  hectic  regulation  play  and  two  overtimes,  Doyle  Rowell  scored  the  winning 
fielder  on  one  of  his  famous  jump  push  shots  in  the  sudden  death  period  to  give  the 
Piquads  a  21  to  19  victory  and  their  seventh  straight  in  the  win  column. 

Greenville,  Piqua’s  first  Miami  Valley  League  opponent,  lost  in  one  of  the  Indians’ 
best  defensive  games  of  the  year.  Final  score:  Piqua  28,  Greenville  20. 

The  Indians  stretched  their  winning  streak  to  ten  by  taking  the  measure  of  Sidney  32 
to  37  and  just  getting  by  Miamisburg  24  to  22. 

All  good  things  come  to  an  end  and  so  it  was  with  Piqua’s  ten-game  winning  streak. 
It  happened  at  Xenia.  With  seconds  left  to  go,  Piqua  was  in  possession  of  the  ball  and  a 
slim  one  point  30  to  29  lead.  Then  a  Xenia  man  stole  the  ball  and  went  the  length  of 
the  floor,  but  was  fouled  in  the  act  of  shooting  as  the  buzzer  sounded.  He  was  awarded 
two  shots,  missed  the  first  and  made  the  second  to  tie  the  score  and  send  the  tilt  into 
overtime.  The  rejuvenated  Buccaneers  then  went  on  to  win  by  a  34  to  32  count. 

Piqua  fell  before  the  onslaughts  of  Fairmont,  Hamilton  Catholic,  and  their  tradi¬ 
tional  rival,  and  for  the  second  time  in  the  season  had  a  four-game  losing  streak. 

In  the  season  finale  against  St.  Marys,  (Ohio),  the  Indians  entered  the  win  column 
for  the  eleventh  time,  31  to  28. 

In  tournament  play,  the  Piqua  boys  made  a  good  showing  when  they  lost  a  28  to  27 
decision  to  Hamilton  Public,  one  of  the  best  teams  in  this  section  of  the  state.

“JUNIOR  HI//” 

As  a  grand  finale  to  all  their  high  school  productions,  the  senior  class  of  ’47  presented  their 
class  play  on  the  third  and  fourth  of  June.  A  senior  class  play  has  been  the  custom  in  Piqua 
for  many  years. 

This  year  the  class  gave  “Junior  Miss,’’  a  well-known  play  with  a  large  cast.  Its  popularity 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  motion  picture  was  made  from  it  and  produced  in  1944. 

The  story  is  centered  around  a  typical  city  family  and  on  an  amusing  incident  in  their  lives. 
Harry  and  Grace  Graves  have  two  children,  Lois,  a  sophisticated  and  glamorous  girl  of  sixteen, 
and  Judy,  thirteen.  Judy  has,  besides  her  confident  friend  Fuffy  and  an  amazing  capacity  for 
food,  the  burning  desire  to  grow  up  to  have  the  ever-evident  characteristics  of  “charming  Lois.’’ 

Due  to  the  fact  that  Judy  has  a  vivid  imagination,  she  decides  that  her  father  has  fallen  in 
love  with  the  daughter  of  his  boss,  a  boisterous  old  man.  With  Fuffy  s  confidence  and  help,  Judy 
takes  it  upon  herself  to  bring  Harry  back  into  the  family  fold.  Between  the  two  of  them  they 
decide  also  that  it  is  their  duty  to  bring  together  Ellen,  J.  B.’s  daughter,  and  Uncle  Willis,  who, 
Judy  believes,  has  spent  the  past  ten  years  in  a  county  penitentiary. 

When  Judy  isn’t  binding  up  family  ties,  she  and  Fuffy  are  practicing  walking  on  their  newly 
acquired  high  heels  or  conspiring  to  get  escorts  for  the  New  Year’s  Eve  dance.  As  a  result  of  their 
plans,  Harry  nearly  loses  his  partnership  with  J.  B.,  and  the  rest  of  the  family  is  badly  in  need 
of  a  competent  psychiatrist. 

However,  with  circumstances  at  their  worst,  there  is  an  unexpected  turn  and  Judy  becomes 
Miss  Judy  Graves,  a  Junior  Miss,  with  a  date  for  her  first  dance. 

The  continuous  good  humor  throughout  the  play  and  a  succession  of  amusing  boys  who  are 
interested  in  Lois  and  Judy  provide  a  colorful  picture  of  American  youth. 


JUNIOR  CLAJJ  PLAY 

“SECOND  DIDDLE” 

For  the  last  dozen  or  so  years,  the  juniors  have  presented  a  class  play  each  year,  usually  a 
medy,  the  proceeds  of  which  go  into  the  class  treasury.  Until  the  school  year  1945-46  the  play 
was  scheduled  as  a  spring  activity,  usually  given  in  March.  However,  in  1945,  to  relieve  the 
crowded  spring  program,  the  date  of  presentation  was  changed  to  November. 

Following  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  plot  of  this  year’s  play,  “Second  Fiddle,’’  which  was 
directed  by  Mr.  Robert  S.  Richardson. 

Harold  Werple  comes  to  the  town  of  his  financee  and  drops  in  to  see  a  college  acquaintance, 
Janet  Williams,  a  guest  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Baker  (Aunt  Marion).  Through  a  supposed  rehearsal 
of  a  marriage  ceremony,  Harold  finds  himself  unwittingly  married  to  Janet’s  friend,  Joan  Keeler. 

When  Dorothy  Van  Straaten,  his  fiancee,  traces  him  to  Aunt  Marion’s  house  and  demands 
an  explanation,  Harold  tries  to  explain  the  serious  illness  of  his  sister  (?)  Joan,  which  neces¬ 
sitates  his  remaining  at  her  bedside.  Unconvinced,  Dorothy  soon  departs.  Then  arrives  Mama 
Keeler,  and  under  increasing  strain,  Harold  tries  to  bribe  Wilbur,  the  butler  and  notary  who  had 
performed  the  ceremony,  to  allow  him  to  escape;  but  Wilbur  is  incorruptible. 

When  Dorothy  returns  for  a  showdown  with  Harold,  she  meets  Mrs.  Keeler,  who  innocently 
chatters  of  her  daughter’s  marriage.  Joan  and  Dorothy  all  but  come  to  blows  in  their  mutual 
rejection  of  the  helpless  bridegroom.  Dorothy  hurls  her  engagement  ring  to  the  floor  as  she  stalks 
out.  Harold  petitions  Wilbur  for  poison. 

Discouraged,  Harold  drops  the  idea,  but  when  his  tomato  cocktail  tastes  strange,  he  jumps 
to  the  conclusion  that  Wilbur  has  obeyed  his  wishes,  and  becomes  ill.  Joan,  supposing  Harold’s 
death  imminent,  confesses  she  loves  him  but  has  not  been  able  to  endure  playing  “second  fiddle”. 
Wilbur  destroys  the  poison  idea  and  she  is  furious  at  the  seeming  trickery.  However,  Harold’s 
elation  overcomes  her  chagrin,  for  he  has  ceased  to  mourn  Miss  Van  Straaten. 

The  young  couple  secretly  elope  on  their  real  honeymoon  and  mother  is  never  the  wiser.
